MARRIAGES. The marriages celebrated Curing the quarter num- 
bered 1,554 (1,237), am increase of 317. This is largely attributable 
to the fact that Easter occurred during March of 1940, and April of 
1939. Civil Marriages were 138 (102), increase 36, marriages by 
Ministers increasing by 281. 


DEATHS. The deaths registered for the quarter numbered 
1,329 (1,422) being a decrease of 93. During the January and February 
heat waves, 74 deaths were attributed solely to Excessive Heat, while 
Heat was shown as a contributory cause in many other cases last year.
